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Latest Proposal lor Lakeside West 
Includes 7-Story Apartment Complex

The latest proposal from 
the developers of Parcel 15 
(Lakeside West) would ded¬ 
icate 10 acres to the city for 
parkland and suggests a 
seven-story apartment com¬ 
plex. 

This proposal came at the 
Greenbelt city council’s 
March 12 work session with 
Robert Cornell, Tom Keffer 
(both of Ben Dyer Associ¬ 
ates, Inc.) and zoning attor¬ 
ney Russell Shipley. Repre¬ 
senting the owner/developer 
Charles Bresler, Cornell put 
forth the proposal. 

Parcel 15, approximately 20 
acres, runs from the lower end 
of Greenbelt Lake southeastward 
along the Beltway. The 10 acres 
to be dedicated to the city would 
be the western part of the parcel 
between the lake dam, the Belt¬ 
way offramp to Kenilworth Ave¬ 
nue and the existing high rise, 
Charles to wne North, 

Cornell told councilmembers 
that a seven-story, 150-unit

New Co-op Raises 

Membership Goal 

The new Co-op, Greenbelt Con¬ 
sumer Cooperative (GCC), has 
raised its initial $60,000 member- 
capital goal to $80,000. The 
initial goal was to enable GCC 
to borrow enough to buy the in¬ 
ventories of both the Co-op Su¬ 
permarket and Service Station. 
Now, since they will not be buy¬ 
ing the Service Station, the new 
goal will enable GCC to borrow 
enough to buy the inventory, the 
equipment and the leasehold im¬ 
provements of the Co-op Super¬ 
market, all in one step. 

In order to accomplish this, 
GCC is (1) urging each member 
to get another member, (2) sug¬ 
gesting that subscribers make 
another payment on their mem¬ 
bership, (3) asking voting mem¬ 
bers to put in some loan capital 
or to buy a “Save-Our-Co-op 
Certificate, and (4) advising 
everyone with member-capital or 
stock in the old Co-op (GCI) to 
request its transfer to the new 
Co-op, (GCC). 

Sale of the Co-op Supermarket 
and Pharmacy should take place 
sometime between the 1st and 
15th of May. GCC is starting 
to plan a Celebration to mark 
the first day’s operation under 
the new ownership. 

The new Co-op’s Board of Di¬ 
rectors 13 not meeting on its 
regular meeting day this week 
because of Good Friday. Instead, 
it will meet Wednesday the ISth, 
and then again on Friday the 
27th, at the Greenbelt Homes of¬ 
fices. All interested people are 
invited to attend these meetings. 


ler’s first choice in developing 
the remaining acreage.

The Greenbelt City Council has authorized an increase 
in the number of boats available for rent at Greenbelt Lake. 
Council authorized the increase at its April 2 meeting in 
response to a Dec. 12 request by Gunner’s Mate, Inc., that 
their lease be changed to allow them to maintain 23 boats. 


The old lease with the city 
allowed Gunner’s Mate the con¬ 
cessionaires at Attick Park, to 
operate 16 boats, including two 
rescue boats. The new lease will 
allow Gunner’s Mate to operate 
23. This would include 10 pad¬ 
dle boats, 12 rowboats and one 
rescue boat. 

According to Ila M. Bowman, 
owner of the concession stand, 
this does not mean all 23 boats 
would be out on the lake at any 
one time. In a letter to the city 
she explained that some boats 
are kept on the shore in case 
others become damaged or begin 
leaking. 

She also explained that only 
one rescue boat is needed be¬ 
cause they have a portable motor 
that can be put on a rowboat 
if a second rescue boat becomes 
necessary. 

At a city inspection last sea¬ 
son the number of boats avail¬ 
able for rent was noted to exceed 
the lease restrictions. Gunner’s 
Mate then requested that their 
lease be changed to allow 23 in¬ 
stead of 16 boats. 

Council member Thomas X. 
White, who said he was concerned 
that the increase might cause an 
“overutilization” of the lake, op¬ 
posed the change. The other coun¬ 
cil members voted for the in¬ 
crease. 

The city’s Park and Recreation 
Advisory Board (PRAB), which 
had reviewed the request, recom¬ 
mended that council approve the 
increase. According to PRAB, 
operating 23 boats on a lake the 
size of Greenbelt Lake would 
not overly stress the lake. 

White disagreed. He claimed 
some parts of the lake are “heav¬ 
ily silted” and therefore that the 
usable area of water for the 
boats is reduced. 

City Bus 

In other action council gave 
City Manager James K. Giese 
the authority to purchase a used 
bus costing about $12,000. Giese 
said the bus, which has no wheel 
chair lift, would be examined 


by a city mechanic before any 
purchase agreement is final. 
Cable Position 

-Council also approved a pro¬ 
posal to hire a part-time em¬ 
ployee to work on cable program¬ 
ming, This position has already 
been advertised and the city has 
received applications for the job. 
According to Giese, the funding 
for the position comes from the 
city’s franchise fee with Storer 
Cable. 

Fire Department Fund 

Council also presented a proc¬ 
lamation to the Greenbelt Volun¬ 
teer Fire Department and Rescue 
Squad, Inc., designating April 
as General Fund Drive Month. 
Henry Wynkoop vice president 
and trustee of the department ac¬ 
cepted the proclamation.

Newest Plan in Tidier Tract 
Reduces Number of Townhouses

At its meeting on Wednesday, April 4, the Advisory 
Planning Board (APB) met with attorneys Diane Leasure 
and George Brugger, representing developer Michael Rose, 
who plans a residential development on the 83.38 acre Tid¬ 
ier Tract located just outside the city limits. The owners 
of tiie property, Harold and Burton Tidier, have requested 
rezoning from R-R (rural residential, single family, 1.85 
units an acre) to R-T (residential townhouses, up to 12 
units an acre). Rose is the contract purchaser. 


This tract, shaped somewhat 
like a sausage, lies on moderate¬ 
ly hilly land stretching between 
Mandan Road and Hanover Park¬ 
way. It is immediately south of 
the Windsor Green/Glen Ora 
townhouses. 

Rose’s first proposal, of which 
APB as well as residents of 
Windsor Green took a dim view, 
called for 667 townhouses. The 
new proposal, recently presented 
to APB, calls for only 382 town- 
houses and 46 zero-lot-line single 
family residences. In addition it 
calls for 41 units of townhouse- 
offices and 16 English basement 
apartments scattered through the 
development. (An “English base¬ 
ment” has its own separate en¬ 
trance, a kitchen, its own bath, 
and is a self-contained apartment 
in the basement of a house. It 
would be suitable for older rela¬ 
tives or as a rental unit.) 

While the APB clearly wished 
that more single family units 
could be made available, the at¬ 
titude was not hostile toward the 
revised plans. The 41 townhouse- 
offices, a commercial development, 
would run along Hanover Park¬ 
way, Some concern was expressed 
that this construction might re¬ 
sult in strip and commercial zon¬ 
ing along the rest of the Park¬ 
way. The commercial section is 
expected to be built in units re¬ 
sembling townhouses (somewhat 
like the Medical Science Park 
opposite the Beltway Shopping 
Center) so that it will harmon¬ 
ize with the residential section. 

The single family units would 
be located in one area near Han¬ 
over Parkway, at a greater dis¬ 
tance from the high-rise Mary¬ 
land Trade Center buildings than 
would be the townhouses, Brug¬ 
ger and Leasure also pointed 
out that it was necessary to put 
the single family houses on rela¬ 
tively level land, of which there 
is little in the Tidier Tract. 

The zero-lot-line design means 
that each house would be on one 
side of its lot, close to the lot line, 
with no windows on that side of 
the house, facing a similar win- 
dowless facade of the adjacent 
house. This design, the petition¬ 
ers said, would give each resi¬ 
dence the benefit of a larger side 
yard, which could be separated 
from the street by a fence or 
shrubs, thus assuring more areas 
for private family use. The de-

sign has been very successful in 
California. 

It was felt that placing the 
townhouses on the more hilly 
terrain would provide more pos¬ 
sibilities for under-house park¬ 
ing or basements. Contemplated 
for these units are rather small 
garden areas. Brugger explained 
that “the homeowners’ associa¬ 
tion” would pay for upkeep of 
the common areas along the 
stream and in the parking courts. 
The townhouses would be grouped 
around parking courts, with the 
side away from the parking lots 
to be green areas maintained by 
the homeowner’s association. 
Brugger noted the developer’s 
desire to retain as many trees 
as possible, 

APB was concerned about traf¬ 
fic generated by the new de¬ 
velopment, Gene Baumgartner, of 
Greenhorne and O’Mara said that 
studies have been made of the 
traffic problems and that improve 
ments in Greenbelt Road might 
start in 1985 or 1986 to handle 
the increased traffic. An increase 
in the road’s capacity to six 
lanes is contemplated from the 
Parkway to Mandan Road, with 
traffic lights synchronized for bet¬ 
ter traffic flow. 

A June 27 hearing by the zon¬ 
ing hearing examiner has been 
set at Upper Marlboro’ and after 
a report from APB the City 
Council will make a recommen¬ 
dation on the rezoning petitions. 
Final action will be taken by the 
Prince Georges County Council 
sitting as the District Council, 
Because the Tidier property is 
located outside Greenbelt borders, 
the District Council will not need 
a super-majority (six of nine 
council members) to over¬ 
ride Greenbelt’s recommendations 
should the city recommend de¬ 
nial,

noted that Greenbelt has a “pre¬ 
ponderance of apartments.” 

According to Cornell, Bresler 
prefers the high rise because 
town houses have set-back re¬ 
quirements and noise from the 
Beltway would adversely affect 
the townhouse residents more 
than highrise residents. 

William Wilkerson, chairman 
of the city's Advisory Planning 
Board (APB), who also attended 
the work session, said he thought 
the townhouses would be “very 
affected” by noise, while a high- 
rise “might be affected.” 

In August 1983 the city sent 
Bresler a letter outlining four 
constraints that should be con¬ 
sidered in any future develop¬ 
ment of Parcel 15. First, no build¬ 
ing units should be visible from 
Attick Park, particularly from 
the lake dam and bandstand areas. 
Second, problems of noise impact 
on the residents, especially from 
the Beltway, should be addressed. 
Third, any development proposal 
should include a traffic study 
identifying and addressing traf¬ 
fic impacts generated by the de¬ 
velopment. And fourth, the rec¬ 
reational needs of the residents 
should be addressed. Cornell felt 
the new proposal would meet the 
four constraints. 

Councilmember Edward Putens 
said he was very pleased to see 
£that the developers plan to dedi¬ 
cate the 10 acres to the city. 
“That was my primary concern,” 
he said. 

APB had previously reviewed 
three concept plans for develop¬ 
ment of Parcel 15 and the ad¬ 
joining Consolidated Syndicates 
property. On February 19 APB 
had issued a report in which it 
gave preliminary approval to a 
plan for a seven-story 160-unit 
apartment building. According to 
the report, however, APB pre¬ 
ferred a plan to put 111 town- 
houses on the two properties 
which are both owned in part 
by Bresler. The APB report called 
the third plan for three seven- 
story apartment buildings “un¬ 
acceptable” because they would 
create a “great imbalance of 
apartment units” in the area, 
they would be visible from the 
lake, and they would generate 
too much traffic. 

Cornell indicated that the 
American Legion has reached 
preliminary agreements with 
Bresler to purchase the Consoli¬ 
dated Syndicates property, about 
10 acres of land on Greenbelt 
Road between Parcel 15 and the 
American Legion property and 
owned in part by Bresler. 

Councilmember Richard' Pilski 
said the Legion wants to pur¬ 
chase the property so that it can 
expand its recreational area. He 
also indicated that the Legion 
may be considering construction 
of a veterans' home. 

Mayor Weidenfeld asked the 
developer to return with some 
noise impact and traffic studies 
so that the APB can better 
evaluate the new proposal. 

Ah earlier development plan to 
cluster 46 detached houses and 
15 townhouses, which the APB 
recommended for disapproval, will 
be withdrawn by the developer 
from consideration. 


Registration for kindergarten 
classes next fall in the public 
elementary schools of Prince

(German or three-day measles), 
and rubeola (Red or 10-day 
measles), as required by the 
Maryland State Department of 
Health,

Stress of Police Communications 
Job Causes High Turnover Rate

It is 3 in the morn¬ 
ing, and the sound of break¬ 
ing glass jolts you from a 
restful sleep, You hear 
footsteps and know that an 
intruder has broken into 
your house. You quickly 
reach for the bedside tele¬ 
phone and dial the police 
department. A calm voice 
answers, and you frantically 
whisper that someone’s in 
your house and then recite 
your address. You expect 
immediate action and know 
that your life may be in the 
hands of the person at the 
other end of the telephone 
line. 

In Greenbelt, that person is 
one of four communications spe¬ 
cialists that the city usually em¬ 
ploys, ‘Usually,” because the po¬ 
sition has a high turnover rate, 
and keeping four full-time com¬ 
munications specialists has al¬ 
ways been a problem. This might 
sound surprising for a job whose 
minimum qualifications are that 
a person be IS years old, type 
30 words a minute, have a clean 
driving record, and not have a 
criminal record. Greenbelt's com¬ 
munications specialists are not 
even required to be police offi¬ 
cers. But when you realize that 
the communications specialist is 
the only link between Greenbelt’s 
17,500 residents and their police 
force then you know that stress¬ 
ful situations are a part of the 
job. 

Cindy McKnew knows about the 
stress. She spent over five years 
working for the Prince Georges 
County crisis counseling hotline 
before coming to Greenbelt in 
1977 to be a communications spe¬ 
cialist. McKnew spent three years 
at her post before leaving for 
a year, and then rejoining the 
police department as a records 
clerk. She readily admits to being 
a victim of job “burnout.” Mc¬ 
Knew has been back at the com¬ 
munications specialist position 
since January of 1983, serving 
in a temporary capacity until 
the city again has four fully- 
trained communications special¬ 
ists. 

The position of communications 
specialist used to be known as 
police dispatcher, but considering 
the wide range of skills the job 
demands, the newer title seems 
more appropriate. A communi¬ 
cations specialist in Greenbelt 
answers all incoming calls and 
walk-in inquiries, as well as 
maintaining communications be¬ 
tween the four to eight police 
cars that patrol the city. Radio 
communications between patrol 
cars and the police department 
are the main priority. When takr-

ing an emergency call, the com¬ 
munications specialist must 
quickly obtain the essential in¬ 
formation from emotionally dis¬ 
traught people, accurately write 
it down, and then relay it to the 
police car that is closest to the 
area. The stress increases when 
several calls come in at once, and 
the communications specialist, 
has to decide which one needs the 
quickest attention. 

Sgt. Kenneth Stair, a 17-year 
veteran of the Greenbelt police 
department, is head of the com¬ 
munications section. During his 
time on the police force, he has 
seen many communications spe¬ 
cialists come and go. According 
to Stair, only one out of three 
potential communications spe¬ 
cialists makes it through the six- 
week training program. The 
maximum length of service for 


communications specialists has 
been around three years. 

Stair hopes that a budget re¬ 
quest for a fifth communications 
specialist will be granted to ease 
the pressure on the four spe¬ 
cialists whose work shifts do not 
overlap. He also thinks the lon¬ 
gevity of the communications 
specialists would be increased by 
having them attend stress and 
burnout courses that are being 
offered by the University of 
Delaware. 

Stair knows the importance of 
having a competent communica¬ 
tions specialist. He remembers 
the story of a dispatcher at an¬ 
other police department who mis¬ 
takenly said a suspect was armed 
and the error resulted in a fatal 
shooting. “Sometimes a split- 
second decision can be just as 
deadly as a gun,” says Sgt. Stair.

Panel Provide? Many Views

Excellence in Education: What do we do next? This 
was the topic of a panel discussion on Tuesday, November 
15, presented by the Roosevelt PTSA, which offered the 
perspectives of local, state, national and business represen¬ 


tatives. 

Susan Bienasz, of the Prince 
Georges County Board of 
Education, called inadequate 
funding the major problem ip- 
striving for excellence in educa¬ 
tion. At present, only 28% of the 
population has children in school, 
and there is a decreasing interest 
in, and willingness to fund, edu¬ 
cation. She sees a need to amend 
TRIM, which restricts the fund 
ing of education severely, and 
said that students may have to 
pay in future for certain activi¬ 
ties that used to be free. She 
also said it is unlikely that the 
size of classes will be reduced 
soon. 

Some efforts the county is mak¬ 
ing to improve educational op¬ 
portunities include assistance to 
children in families that move 
frequently, and vocational educa¬ 
tion. Requirements have been in¬ 
creased in the amount of math 
and social studies needed for 
graduation. Also, the school 
board voted $500,000 last year to 
improve math education, with 
teachers being retrained in 
math. 

Input of Business Community 

J. D, Ooleman, Staff Director 
of the National Business Consor¬ 
tium for the Gifted and Talented, 
said that business has been ap 
proached for help by schools be¬ 
cause of lack of public funds for 
education, and some have funded 
programs, adopted schools, lent 
their expertise to management 
and encouraged businessmen 10 
teach their specialties. The Na¬ 
tional Business Consortium itself 
does no fundraising. Its purpose 
is to organize units, locally and 
state-wide into a partnership be¬ 
tween business and the schools 
for the support of education of 
the gifted and talented. The state 
of Maryland does not participate 
in this program, saying there is 
no need for it. 

Coleman asked parents who are 
in the business world to get their 
businesses involved. They should 
tell their legislators that they 
want educational funding so- they 
will have the courage to vote for 
funding. 

Alternative Methods 

Former State Senator Meyer 
Emmanuel, of the Governor's 
Task Force on Funding of 
Education, said that although 


TRIM indicated that citizens 
are unwilling to pay for 
schools through the property tax, 
there are alternative methods to 
raise the needed funds, which he 
said the county has not pursued. 
He added that the state legisla¬ 
ture is not willing to spend more 
on education in Prince Georges 
County if the county does not 
make efforts to help itself. He 
castigated county politicians for 
not having the courage to tel 1 
people that an increase in taxes 
is necessary to support the 
schools. 

Federal Role 

Dr. Tom Tomlinson, Director of 
Research of the National Com 
mission on Excellence in Educa¬ 
tion which issued a report that 
has done much to revive interest 
in education, saw the federal role 
in education as being one of lead¬ 
ership. The federal government 
should support research and en¬ 
sure equity in educational pro¬ 
grams, leaving the funding to 
local taxes, as is traditional. 

He felt federal support should 
be focused on teacher training 
and retraining in subjects like 
math and science where there 
are shortages, and on curriculum 
reform, with emphasis on basic 
academic subject matter. Students 
have been sold short, he said 
wherever basics are either not 
available or not required. Chil¬ 
dren must be taught how to learn. 

Tomlinson said there was little 
data on the relationship between 
the size of classes and effective¬ 
ness of learning at the high 
school level, and that in certain 
areas, large lecture classes might 
make for more efficient use of 
teachers. 

Parents should exert their in¬ 
fluence, supporting their children 
by supervising homework and 
generating public enthusiasm for 
the cause of quality educaticn. 
Otherwise the public's current 
interest in education will turn 
again to apathy. 

Roosevelt PTSA President Dave 
Merkowitz led a period in which 
several parents asked whether 
there was any chance of amend¬ 
ing TRIM. They seemed to be¬ 
lieve that a major obstacle to 
educational excellence is the lack 
of adequate funding.

ordained by it; and the territory so annexed shall, in all respects, 
be taken and considered as a part of the municipal corporation of 
the City of Greenbelt. 

Said Resolution further provides for the special treatment of 
taxable real property of the territory thereby annexed in the 
following manner: A, The propery shall not be subject to real pro¬ 
perty taxes now levied or to be levied in the future by the City of 
Greenbelt, until such time as there is a change in the ownership 
or zoning from that in effect at the time of this annexation, or a 
change in the character or usage as a single family residence and 
vacant land; and B. Upon any change in ownership of the property 
or portions thereof, or a change in the zoning, or its character, or 
its usage from that in effect at the time of this annexation, which¬ 
ever shall occur first, such real property as may be changed shall 
become taxable by the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, from the date 
of such change, and taxes shall then be levied upon the property 
so changed in the same manner as all other taxable real property 
within the corporate limits of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland. 

An Outline for the Extension of Public Services and Public Fa¬ 
cilities has been prepared as required by Section 19(o) of Article 
23A of the Annotated Code of the State of Maryland (1957 Edition

In accordance with Section 19(d) of Article 23A of the Annotated 
Code of the State of Maryland (1957 Edition and Amendments), 
the governing body of Prince Georges County, and any regional 
and state planning agencies having jurisdiction within the county 
shall be heard first at the public hearing, after which the hear¬ 
ing shall be open to the general public.

Roosevelt Center to Get Facelift; 
Owner Agrees to Improvements

The Greenbelt City Council decided at its Monday, April 
2 meeting to move without delay to facilitate sidewalk and 
facade improvements to the Roosevelt Center. Council met 
on March 28 with Center owner George Christacos, at which 
time Christacos agreed to work cooperatively with the city 
and tenants of the Center businesses to make major im¬ 
provements to the shopping mall. As a result of this meet¬ 
ing, Councilman Tom White drew up an agenda directing 
the city staff to draft an agreement with Christacos on im¬ 
provements he would undertake. Staff was also asked to 
develop a comprehensive report and timetable for comple¬ 
tion of the improvements by July. 

White asked for a formal is also a problem with rats in the 
agreement with Christacos for area. Staff was asked to look into 


completion of the sidewalks, the 
planters, curbing and other im¬ 
provements to the Center's pub¬ 
lic areas. Staff was directed also 
to evaluate the best approaches 
for the development of facade 
and signage improvements to the 
buildings in cooperation with the 
owner, the Advisory Planning 
Board, and the tenants. Assist¬ 
ance from the Maryland National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission (MNCPPC) for this 
phase of the work is expected. 

Mike McLaughlin, Administra¬ 
tive Assistant, advised the coun¬ 
cil that MNCPPC could begin 
their study almost immediately, 
temporarily putting aside the 
bikeway study it has been work¬ 
ing on for the city. Council agreed 
that the Roosevelt Center reno¬ 
vation and revitalization was the 
city's number one priority and 
should come before the bikeway 
study. 

The third phase of White's 
agenda included preparation of a 
plan by the staff for the com¬ 
pletion of the Roosevelt Center 
improvement project including 
overall concept; scheduled dates 
for completion of specific tasks; 
outline of council motions, reso¬ 
lutions, ordinances and public 
hearing requirements; financing 
options and a report on the ap¬ 
plication of historic preservation 
easements for the facade. Coun¬ 
cil unanimously adopted White's 
plan. 

Since the MNCPPC would be¬ 
gin work on the Roosevelt Center 
facelift this year, council was 
asked to set priorities for addi¬ 
tional projects it would like the 
planning agency to study in 1985. 

After some discussion, council 
identified the following four 
projects: Bikeways; Old/Green- 
belt/New Greenbelt, which will 
identify ways to preserve the 
community concepts inherent in 
the original formation of the city 
and incorporating those concepts 
into the “new" community that 
has emerged; improvements to 
Greenbelt's ballfields; and the 
Greenbelt Gateway, a study of 
the impact of upgrading the 
Greenbelt Road-Kenilworth Ave¬ 
nue intersection to an inter¬ 
change. 

Councilman White asked the 
staff to look into the traffic and 
parking design at Beltway Plaza 
now that Wendy’s has opened and 
a second restaurant, Bennigans, 
is under construction. Both res¬ 
taurants, located within the park¬ 
ing area, seem to have a negative 
impact on the traffic flow. Mayor 
Gil Weidenfeld called attention 
to the exit sign for Wendy's 
which is located near the main 
entrance to the shopping mall 
while the entrance requires driv¬ 
ing around the building. An un¬ 
witting driver might mistakingly 
enter through the exit, thereby 
causing a head-on collision with 
another vehicle, Councilmember 
Toni Bram also mentioned that 
the back parking lot is in a sad 
state of disrepair and that there 


the various problems cited. 

Council agreed not to become 
involved in a dispute over a sun 
deck that apparently had been 
built against a neighbor's lot line 
on Hedgewood Drive. Council felt 
that this was a matter best re¬ 
siding with the county's Depart¬ 
ment of Licenses and Inspections. 
It was unclear whether the owner 
had obtained a building permit 
as is required before erecting the 
deck or how long the deck had 
been built before the dispute 
arose. 

Staff was asked to look into 
lighting problems along the walk¬ 
way to Green Ridge House fol¬ 
lowing an attack on an elderly 
resident of the city who was 
knocked down and had money 
stolen while on the walkway. The 
next regular council meeting was 
moved to April 23 because of the 
celebration of Passover on April 
16.
